Thursday before firemen from the 
Van Buren Township Fire Dept, 
arrived in response to a call. - 

Both fires are “definitely arson”, 
reported Det. Jo Price of the Wayne 
County Sheriff’s Dept., who is in 
charge of the investigation. 

However, Mike Mitchell, in- 
vestigator for the sheriff’s depart- 
ment, said he preferred to call them 
“set fires”, thus leaving legal

The large blaze which struck 
Building 19 was reported to the 
township’s fire department at 11:02 
a m., said Clerk Doreen Craven, 
who is also the township’s fire 
commissioner. 

She had high praise for volunteer 
township firemen who got to the 
scene six minutes later in time to see 
smoke and flames erupting from the 
roof of Building 19. Winds of 18 miles 
per hour, gusting to 30 miles an hour, 
fanned flames and helped spread the 
blaze to other apartment units in the 
structure. 

Firefighting units were sum- 
moned from nearby communities of 
Belleville, and the townships of 
Sumpter, Ypsilanti, and Pittsfield. 
Police officers arrived quickly on 
the fire scene from Van Buren, 
Belleville, Wayne County Sheriff’s 


operations fund was first discovered 
Aug. 15 by an employe in the 
treasurer s office and later con- 
firmed by the township’s auditing 
firm.

Running for trustee for the 
Democrats are: Frederick F. Ash- 
by, William J. Geierman and John 
Puskar, all incumbents, and Helen 
Kowalski. On the GOP side, trustee 
candidates are: Robert Lemieux, 
Sidney Dent, Gary G. Bates, and 
George Angel. 

William H. Manny and Devere R. 
Williard, Democrat incumbents, will 
automatically retain their constable 
positions as they will have no op- 
position. 

All terms of office will be for four 
years this election following newly- 
enacted state legislation mandating 
that length of office for all townships 
in Michigan. 

The first local proposal facing 
Huron voters is whether the town- 
ship should be changed in operation 
from a general law' to a charter type 
government. 

Under charter township govern- 
ment, Huron would have greater 
protection against annexation by 
neighboring cities. 

Change to a charter township 
would authorize increasing local 
millage up to five mills. Any in- 
crease after that amount would 
have to be approved by a vote of 
the people. 

In Michigan, cities can annex 
portions of an adjoining township, 
but the reverse is not permitted by ' 
state law. 

A second proposal in Huron is 
whether up to l 3 .j mills shall be 
levied to expand the local police 
force to include a third night shift.

Huron 

strike 

settled 

A new three-year contract agreed 
upon Sunday put an end to a 10-day 
strike by some 100 members of 
Teamsters Local 214 that closed 
down tne Huron school district for 
four days. 

The contract settlement came five 
days after a hearing last week in 
Wayne County Circuit Court that 
ended with an order to begin daily 
negotiations and to limit picketing. 

According to information from 
Supt. Curtis D. Bartz and Bud 
Grable, business agent for the local, 
the new pact includes a 5-percent 
salary boost back to July of 1980, a 
4^-percent raise in January of 1981, 
an 8-percent increase in July of 1981, 
a 5-percent raise in July of 1982, and 
a final 4-percent increase in January 
of 1983. 

Also, members of Local 214 will 
receive dental benefits beginning in 
the third year of the new contract. 

Grable said Local 214 members 
ratified the new pact immediately 
after agreement was reached 
Sunday. However, the Huron school 
board is not scheduled to review the 
new contract until Monday, Nov. 3, 
at which time ratification could 
come. 

In spite of the strike which began 
Oct. 16 and which shut down public 
schools in Huron by order of the 
superintendent that same day, they 
were reopened a week ago. At that 
time, parents were asked to bring 
their children to school or arrange 
for their transportation to school. 

Some friction developed between 
the union and members of the 
community, including charges by 
the union that five of its pickets had 
been struck by vehicles on the first 
day of the strike. 

Monday, however, both Bartz and 
Grable had no comment on the new 
contract or the strike. 

Local 214 is composed of bus 
drivers, secretaries, cooks, 
mechanics, custodians, teacher 
sides and maintenance personnel. 

They had sought a 12-percent 
annual pay increase in earlier 
bargaining talks, while the Huron 
school board prior to the strike had 
offered a 5-percent yearly pay hike.

At the request of the Belleville parks 
and recreation commission and the 
city planning commission, the city 
council gave the green light Monday 
night to drafting a city park or- 
dinance.

Van Buren passes strict 
'dangerous' building law 


Owners or agents of buildings 
defined as dangerous under 
provisions of a new ordinance 
passed last week by the Van Buren 
Township Board will face a fine of up 
to $500, up to 90 days in jail , of both . 

The new ordinance will become 
effective 30 days after its publication 
in the local newspaper, said Richard 
G. James, township attorney. 

He explained to the board and 
audience that the new dangerous 
buildings ordinance will not apply to 
commercial and industrial 
buildings. He said the courts have 
not ruled that those two categories 
fall under the interpretation of 
“dwelling” as defined in state 
statutes. 

James, who prepared the new 
ordinance, said he felt confident that 
it satisfies due process of law for 
township residents and would 
withstand court challenges. 

The new ordinance makes it 
unlawful for an owner or agent to 
keep or maintain any dwelling 
defined as dangerous under its 


provisions. Dwellings are defined as 
‘‘any house, building, structure, 
tent, shelter, trailer or vehicle, or 
portion thereof, (except railroad 
cars, on tracks or rights-of-way) 
which is occupied in while or in part 
as the home, residence, living or 
sleeping place of one or more human 
beings, either premanently or 
transiently”. 

House trailers and other vehicles 
which are licensed may be occupied 
or used as a dwelling for reasonable 
lengths of time under the new or- 
dinance, provided they are located 
in a park or licensed place, Also, 
such sites must be equipped with 
adequate safety and sanitary 
facilities. 

Defects which make a dwelling 
dangerous under the new ordinance 
include: doors, aisles, passageways, 
or other exits not conforming to the 
township fire code; damages by fire, 
wind, flood, or other causes which 
made its structural strength less 
than minimum requirements of the 
township building code; whenever 


any portion can fall or collapse and 
injure persons or damage property; 
walls or other structural postions 
which have settled and do not meet 
new construction requirements of 
the township building code; 
likelihood of collapse due to 
deterioration of faulty construction; 
unsafe for the purpose for which it is 
used; damaged condition makes it a 
nuisance to children or to afford 
lodging for criminals, vagrants or 
immoral persons; interior is ac- 
cessible to trespassers; condition 
makes it unsanitary for human 
habitation or cause sickness or to 
affect health, safety or eneral 
welfare of those living there. 

Under the new ordinance, the 
township building inspector, upon 
finding such a dangerous building, 
notifies the owner or agent of a date 
for a show cause hearing. 

The building inspector will also 
file a ntoice with a “hearings of- 
ficer” who is appointed by the 
township supervisor to take

The goals will be accomplished by 
a new downtown streetscape design, 
which will center along Goddard and 
Shook Road, which will be the heart 
of the commercial district. The 
intent of the streetscape design is to 
establish a downtown community 
which clearly communicates a 
pleasant shopping environment 
The theme of the streetscape will 


be “Old Village Romulus” and will 
include pole mounted street lighting 
to reflect the 19th and 20th century 
periods, resurfaced streets, new

Fire officials say arson 
is cause of Lemontree blaze 


( Continued from Page A-l ) 
storage bins used by tenants, said 
Price. 

She went to the scene, as did Fire 
Marshal Delaney. Information 
supplied by Price Friday and the 
following Monday indicated both the 
Tuesday morning and Thursday 
night fires were arson. 

Price said she had several “hot 
leacte”, but that no suspects have 
been questioned or taken into 
custody. She said some of the 
tenants from Building 19 had been 
moved into Building 44. 

Miss Shumate told the Enterprise 
that one of her employes had been 
told by an investigator that the two 
fires were not related because they 
differed sharply in the way each had 
been started. She confirmed that two 
families from the burned building 
had been relocated to Building 44. 

On Friday following the small fire 
in Building 44, Clerk Craven said she 
had received a report that three 
young boys had been seen leaving 
the basement area shortly before the 
fire was reported. 

Price said her investigation had 
turned up the same information, but 
could not say at this time whether 
the boys were connected to the small 
basement fire. 

Investigation after the large blaze 
in Building 19 led investigators to 
believe it started in Apartment 307, 
located in the middle of the building 
and on the third floor. 

As the blaze progressed, a portion 
of the roof fell in and started a 


“secondary fire” in Apartment 103 
on the first floor, according to 
Mitchell. 

Tlie secondary fire added to the 
difficulty that firemen experienced 
in putting out the blaze in Building 
19, Mitchell said. 

When the fire was first reported 
Tuesday morning, Miss Shumate 
said about a dozen Lemontree 
personnel went over to Building 19 
with master keys and began telling 
tenants to leave the burning 
structure. 

“Several shift workers were still 
asleep and had to be awakened,” 
explained the manager, “but 
everyone was brought out safely.” 

Miss Shumate commended the 
residents of the burned building and 
those in other complex buildings for 
their help and cooperation during 
the time that the fire raged out of 
control. 

“TTiey all made the best out of a 
bad situation,” she said. 

The next few days after the fire, 
the Dearborn chapter of the 
American Red Cross arrived at 
Lemontree to issue vouchers to 
victims of the blaze that could be 
redeemed at area stores for food, 
clothing, basic furniture and bed- 
ding. 

Some reports received by the 
Enterprise said that firemen had 
difficulty in some instances in 
getting firetrucks into position to 
pour water on the blaze because of 
the lack of fire lanes. 


It was reported that snorkel units 
were forced to shoot water long 
distances to hit flames on the 
building’s roof. By the time water 
got to the fire, it was only a spray 
and did little to put out the blaze. 

Miss Shumate said other 
Lemontree residents also had 
contributed food, clothing, furniture 
and money to victims of the Tuesday 
blaze. 

Lemontree was hit by an $800,000 
fire in January of 1976, putting 
tenants in 33 apartment units out of 
their homes. In September of 1977, 
fire in ? storage room inflicted 
$50,000 in damages, she said. 

Contrary to reports carried in 
another newspaper, Miss Shumate 
said no one was killed in the 1976 
blaze. 

Although some tenants of Building 
19, the scene of last w'eek’s co6tly 
fire, had smoke detectors, none are 
required by the township for existing 
buildings, said Stan Price, township 
building department director. 

TTie only time the township 
mandates installation of smoke 
detectors in existing buildings is 
w'hen certification is requested by 
mortgage companies or other 
agencies, explained Price. 

However, the township does 
require smoke detectors in all new 
construction, he added. 

Miss Shumate said all apartment 
units at Lemontree have fire ex- 
tinguishers which are inspected at 
regular intervals.

Lack of fire protection 
at Lemontree queried 


EDITOR: I would like to voice 
my opinion, regarding the two 
recent fires at Lemon Tree 
Apartments, which the one on 
Tuesday, October 21, 1980, was a 
major fire, displacing 75 tenants. 

As a concerned resident of 
Lemon Tree its seems rather 
unusual that after two major 
fires in 1977 and now the one on 
October 21, 1980, why has the 
Township of Van Buren, not 
passed a local ordinance 
requiring apartment buildings to 
install fire and-or smoke 
detectors in the apartment 
building and-or each apartment. 

Presently there is no type of 
fire detection equipment in any 
building or apartment. The only 
fire protection equipment 
provided by the apartment 
complex, is a small hand fire 
extinguisher in each apartment, 
which is only good for a small fire 
and not a major fire. 

It is my understanding, that 
smoke and-or fire detectors are 
only required when a building is 
being built or it is being sold and 
being brought up to current 
building codes or in a mobile 
home. I do not know if the StAte of 
Michigan, has passed a law 
requiring apartment buildings to 
install required smoke detectors 
in the buildings or not. 

I feel very strongly it is the 
responsibility of the Landlords of 
the various apartments to protect 
their tenants from fire when ever 
possible, by such means as a fire 
and-or smoke detectors. 

I urge the Township of Van 
Buren and the State of Michigan, 
to pass legislation requiring, that 
all existing apartment buildings 


be equipped with fire and-or 
smoke detectors to protect the 
tenants living in the apartments. 

In addition, I strongly urge, the 
management of Lemon Tree, to 
take it upon themselves to install 
smoke and -or fire detectors in 
their buildings. Even though 
their was no fire related deaths 
this time, but w hat would happen 
if another major fire happens 
again in the middle of the night, 
with no fire and-or smoke 
detectors.

Mobile homeowners rebel at rent policy 


Romulus group casts a 'strike vote' 


A rent strike authorization was 
approved almost unanimously last 
night by the members of the Metro 
Mobile Park Homeowners 
Association (MMPHA). 

‘We hope we won’t have to 
strike, ” said Ronald Vipperman, 
president of the newly-formed 
tenant’s group, at the meeting at 
Romulus City Hall. “But we need 
something to bargain with if 
negotiations break down.” 

The MMPHA will represent 
residents of the Metro Mobile Park 
on Van Born Road in Romulus, in 
dealing with park management and 
owners. Some 153 of the ap- 
proximately 200 households are paid 
members of the association, which 
was registered with the state Oct. 16. 


“We all have complaints about the 
maintenance and management of 
this park,” Vipperman explained. 
"But individual families were afraid 
to argue with the manager’s 
policies, for fear they’d be evicted. 

“With the association, everyone is 
working together, and we have an 
attorney to back us up. We have the 
strength and confidence to fight for 
our rights.” 

A registered letter was sent Oct. 20 
to the park owners, Growth Realty, 
Inc., of Beverly Hills, Calif., giving 
them until the end of the month to set 
up a meeting with the board of the 
MMPHA. 

Among the priorities for 
discussion are violations of state 
laws and city safety ordinances, and

“The rents themselves are 
outrageous,” said Mildred Vip- 
perman, secretary-treasurer of the 
group “The average household is 
paying about $155 a month just to 
park their home. 

"But what’s worse, the rents are 
not consistent. One family may pay 
$140 while someone else is charged 
$200 ... for the same size trailer, 
same size family. It seems to be up 
to the manager’s whims.” 

A related problem is length of 
leases. Mrs. Vipperman pointed out 


that state law requires a 12-month 
lease to be offered. “But here some 
have 8-month leases, some have 10- 
month leases we think 

management is staggering them so 
they won’t all come due at once 

“New leases always mean a rent 
increase of $20 or $25,” she ex- 
plained. “Management didn’t want 
us all upset at the same time, and 
talking to each other,” she said 

The most frequently mentioned 
safety violation is the lack of lighting 
at the park entrance A street light 
was erected last month, but it hasn’t 
been wired yet ; and the driveway is 
difficult to see at night 

Acquiring a security guard is 
another priority item, particularly 
since burglaries and vandalism

have been increasing, according to 
Vipperman. 

There has even been a rape and 
an attempted rape, and we have a 
peeping tom ’ The sheriff’s 
department has some suspects 
under surveillance now.” 

Other resident complaints include 
lack of visitor parking, faculty 
construction of cement slabs, poor 
sewers and drains, and fees for pets. 

“Speaking of pets, the resident 
manager charged one new family a 
$200 ‘entry fee’ for her dog!” Mrs. 
Vipperman related. “It was written 
upon an old apartment house lease. 
We wrote to Grow th Realty and got a 
refund.” 

Metro Mobile Park had a tenants’ 
group once before, in 1976. “It took a 


rent strike on only one month to get 
the roads paved in here,” said 
Patricia Umholtz, president of the 
old association and no longer a park 
resident. “And w r e won a court order 
demanding a lot of improvements be 
made. 

“Unfortunately, many members 
dropped out when they got what they 
wanted,” Mrs. Umholtz continued, 
"and the group fell apart in 1977. 
Most of the things the court ordered 
were never done.” 

Mrs. Vipperman was the in- 
stigator of the new group, working 
with Mrs. Umholtz and a small 
number of other concerned 
residents. 

“Leaders of associations in other 
parks are amazed how quickly we 
got this group going,” Mrs. Vip- 
perman said.

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Here are some tips on shooting outdoor pictures 



Bv DON GREEN 


Here are some tips for when you are out 
walking in the woods and parks taking pictures 
this fall: 

Let’s look at some of the films for the job If 
you like to shoot color slides try a film like 
Ektachrome 64 or Kodachrome 64 They are 
both daylight films which means you should use 
them between the hours of 9:00 a m and 4:00 
pm 

I like to use these films on those crisp clear 
days when the sun is peaking through clouds 
and lighting the fall colors like someone has 
turned a giant spot light on them 

You will find these films will pick up reds and 
yellows very well and do a nice job on the blue 
sky. 

I suggest a shutter speed of l-125th second 
andf-11 or 8-8 will pick up the soft shadows. 

You may want to try a sky filter to help 
minimize bluish casts that are frequently seen 
in pictures taken in the shade under clear blue 
skies. 


No exposure increase is necessary with this 
film Daylight films can be used indoors with 
electronic flash but when using Ektrachrome 
you may find a bluish cast to your slides on the 
fringe areas of the pictures where the coverage 
of the flash was not quite sufficient. 

This can be overcome by use of an 81 B filter 
and increasing your exposure by 1*3 stop 

If color prints are your fancy, kodacolor II is 
a good color negative film This film is rated 
ASA 80 and balanced for daylight. You will not 
need a sky filter with this film as the printer 
can correct any excessive bluish cast that may 
develop. 

Try a shutter speed of 1 -125th of a second and 
anf-stopof f-8or f-ll on a sunny day. Kodacolor 
II can be used indoors with an electronic flash 
but like Ektachrome 64 film an 81 B filter may 


be needed and an increase of exposure of 1-3 
stop to eliminate any blue casts may be 
necessary. 

The color negative film I like to use is 
Kodak's Vericolor II Prpfessional Type S VPS 
has an ASA of 100 and needs no filtration under 
day light conditions. This film will render fine 
rich colors and has excellent reproduction 
possibilities. 

CAUTION: You will need to have this film 
processed right away so as not to lose any of its 
color as this film is very sensitive to tem- 
perature. Try a shutter speed of l-125th of a 
second and an aperture of f-ll under weak hazy 
sun and soft shadows and f-16 with bright sun 
and distinct shadows.

Cats need shots 
to keep healthy

Cats, ,as well as dogs, need vac- 
cines. Cats are susceptible to 
Panleukopenia, commonly called 
Feline Distemper. This disease is 
caused by a virus. The virus is in the 
same family as the Canine Par- 
vorirus. It causes many of the same 
symptoms, for example, a decrease 
in white blood cells, a vomiting, and 
severe diarrhea with dehydration. 
TTie virus also causes some different 
symptoms such as brain damage in 
unborn and newborn kittens. Vac- 
cination is the only means of 
protecting your cat from this 
disease. 

Panleukopenia can occur in any 
aged cat. The incubation period is 1 
to 10 days. Kittens have the least 
resistance to infection and the 
poorest ability to fight off the virus 
once they are exposed. Most kittens 
will die after acquiring this disease. 
Tfcedisease can be fatal in older cats 
as well, but with hospitalization, I.V. 
fluids, and antibiotics, many are 
saved. 

The first signs of the disease may 
be a cat that is listless and doesn't 
want to eat or drink. This may then 
progress into vomiting and then to a 
fluidy diarrhea and dehydration. 

Cats are also susceptable to 
viruses that can cause respiratory 


infect ions... Two of the most com- 
mon respiratory infections are 
Feline Viral Rhinotracheitis and 
Feline Calici Virus. These viruses 
don't usually lead to death of your 
pet. They can be very discomforting 
though. The most common signs are 
a discharge from the eyes and the 
nose, making breathing difficult. 
The cat becomes listless and it may 
not eat. 

Kittens are more susceptible than 
older cats to these viruses. Once an 
animal overcomes the disease, they 
may be carriers for up to one year, 
shedding the virus to other cats. 

Vaccination w ill help protect your 
pet from these respiratory in- 
fections If a cat is exposed to the 
viruses after being vaccinated, they 
usually show* no signs at all; oc- 
casionally a cat may show’ only 
minor respiratory signs. 

Cats are mammals and are 
susceptible to rabies. A yearly 
rabies vaccination may be given to 
prevent your pet from contacting 
this disease should it come in con- 
tact with a rabid animal. 

Vaccinations for the respiratory 
diseases and the Feline Distemper 
can be started between 6 to 10 weeks 
of age. Kittens need a series of 
vaccinations and adults need an 
annual booster. The rabies vac- 
cination can be given at 6 months of 
age and should be given yearly 
thereafter.

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Want to quit smoking? 


Westland doctor says he has solution to your problems

Want to quit smoking? You've 
tried about everything from Smoke 
Enders to hypnosis and you’re still 
hooked? 

Don't panic. A Westland doctor 
may have the solution to your 
problem with a unique new method. 

For a one-month period, Dr. Karl 
Hanyi has been giving selected hard- 
core smokers a one time injection of 
four shots. He said only “natural" 
materials are contained in the liquid 
injection-novacaine, vitamin B-l 


and several minerals. 

The shots are given in acupunc- 
ture sites that control craving for 
tobacco — the inside of each ear and 
the corner of each nostril. 

What’s happened after one month 
of injecting patients has Dr. Hanyi 
bursting with joy. He reported that 
approximately 80 percent of the 100 
pre-picked addicted smokers have 
quit, some immediately after the 
shots in his office! 

He said one young girl, after her 
injections, asked if she could throw 
away her partially used package of 
cigarettes in his trash receptacle. 


Dr. Hanyi, who has his medical 
office on Palmer Road, smoked 
heavily for years himself before he 
.quit the hard way — sheer will 
power maintained until most the 
craving went away. 

He learned that the revolutionary 
procedure was being used on the 
east coast by a Baltimore, Md 
physician with a great deal of 
success 

Dr Hanyi acquainted himself w ith 
the techniques involved and decided 
to choose 100 of hia patients w r ho 
were heavy smokers and who 
wanted to quit the habit. He told the 


selected patients that their shots 
would be free. 

Although he said the normal 
charge back east runs from $200 to 
$300. the cost to Dr. Hanyi’s patients 
for the four shots will be a nominal 
$50 

To his knowledge, only one other 
doctor who practices in Birmingham 
is using the new' anti smoking 
procedure in the Detroit 
metropolitan area. Prior to local 
introduction of the radically new 
technique, persons from the Detroit 
area had to travel to Baltimore to 
get the injections. With tran- 


sportation costs included, the total 
cost ran in the hundreds of dollars 
for the treatment 

Before a patient is given the in- 
jections, Dr Hanyi checks his heart 
and blood pressure to make certain 
that he is a suitable candidate with 
no likelihood of complications. 

The actual treatment consists of 
one cubic centimeter of the liquid 
being injected into each of the four 
sites Dr Hanyi explained that the 
solution immediately numbs the 
nerves which are responsible for 
craving, thereby enhancing the 
patient’s desire to give up smoking. 


The initial high rate of success has 
given Dr Hanyi the incentive to 
continue the new anti-smoking 
treatment he will continue to keep 
statistics on the number of patients 
who quit smoking. 

He cautioned that his preliminary 
successful results are just that and 
that it w ill take a much longer period 
of time to conclusively show that 
the new method works with a high 
percentage of smokers 

Also, statistics compiled after a 
significantly longer period of time 
will determine if smokers who quit 
stay that way or resume the habit, 
the doctor stressed

a healthy experience in Canton

Jeanne Foster of Canton has never 
claimed to be a good racquetball 
player.

ONE TRICK PONY 
from Warner Bros.

Everybody knows 
how hard it is to stay on 
top in the music in- 
dustry and Paul Simon 
magnifies that struggle 
in “One Trick Pony.” 

Simon, who wrote the 
script, paints a picture 
of despair as his 
character Jonah Levin, 
a once great 60’s rock 
figure, is reduced to 
playing gigs in srriall 
clubs all over the 
country. The money is 
decent, but he knows 
that his career is 
currently at a dead end. 

To complicate mat- 
ters, Jonah’s marriage 
has dissolved because of 
his constant road travel 
and his elusive dream of 
capturing past glory 
once again. His wife, as 
played by Blair Brown, 
is sympathetic to 
Jonah’s cause and is 
even willing to reconcile 
if only he’d devote more 
time to his family in- 
stead of his fantasy. 

Jonah knows his wife 
is right but his dream is 
like a “fix,” so he ac- 
cuses her of being 
boring. 

During his road tours, 
Jonah meets up with

some interesting 
characters. First he 
runs into Modeena 
Dandridge (played by 
Mare Winningham), a 
free spirited groupie. 
Then Jonah is reunited 
with a big record mogul 
(splendidly played by 
Rip Torn), who is 
willing to make him a 
star again if he adapts 
his song-writing for Top 
40 airplay, “something 
with a hook.” Levin 
ponders the offer, albeit 
cynically. But two 
things clinch the deal. 

His performance at a 
60’s retrospective 
concert featuring the 
Lovin’ Spoonful and 


Sam and Dave is 
greeted with optimism. 
And, the record mogul’s 
wife (Joan Hackett), 
intrigued by Levin, beds 
him down. 

So it’s back to the 
recording studio for 
Jonah and his band and, 
yes, even his wife is 
happy. Yet Jonah's 
constant cynicism 
festers below the sur- 
face and when the 
record company decides 
to take one of his songs 
and add lush or- 
chestration to it, he 
decides to pack it in, 
even with all that money 
and promise of big time 
publicity just around the 


corner. 

What does Jonah do as 
his final act of music 
salvation? That’s for 
you to find out but I 
guarantee it will leave 
you a bit frustrated 
since it’s rather abrupt. 

Simon’s story has 
merit but his character 
is almost as boring as 
his wife. There are far 
too many songs in the 
picture (15) and it's a 
shame that the story 
couldn’t have been 
developed a bit more to 
emphasize what 
becomes of Jonah and 
his family. 

Could there be a 
sequel in the works? 
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Winterize your outboard motor 


Last spring when one of my fishing buddies was preparing 
his boat for the fishing season, the first thing on his list was to 
take the outboard motor in for a tuneup. 

But when the mechanic checked it over, he gave my buddy 
some bad news. He found that the whole lower unit had to be 
replaced, the valves needed to be reground, and a new 
carburetor was required, in addition to the tuneup. He ended 
up paying ten times more than he expected to pay. * 

Why was all this necessary? The mechanic’s answer was 
that my hapless buddy did not winterize his outboard motor. 

You can bet he’ll do it this year. And if your outboard motor 
is too big and heavy to remove from your boat and stash in 
your basement, you, too, better follow these steps: 

First, submerge the prop in water (the experts use a flush 
plate, but an oil drum or a trash can will work). Start the 
motor and spray rust preventing oil directly into the car- 
buretor until it stalls. This will lubricate and protect all in- 
ternal working parts. 

Also, remove the spark plugs and spray the oil into the 
openings, then replace the plugs. This will coat the cylinder 
walls and keep them from rusting or becoming ruined from 
freezing 

Restart the motor and run it for a few minutes to circulate 
theoil. Then disconnect the fuel line from the motor and let it 
run out of gas. Empty the fuel tank. 

Then drain the lower unit. This is the part of the motor that 
hangs down the back of your boat and has a propeller on the 
bottom. The lower unit is full of grease, but it’s possible that 
water has seeped in and will freeze and cause problems if it is 
allowed to remain over the winter months. When you’re sure 
all the water and old grease is out, refill it with fresh grease. 

This entire process can be completed in an hour or so, and 
you can rest assured your motor will be in top shape when 
you get it ready next spring 

The boat trailer should also be prepared for the long 
winter Inspect your trailer thoroughly Test each nut and 
bolt with a wrench to see if it has loosened. Sometimes bolts 
enlongate their holes and such a test w ill detect this problem. 


If you discover this has happened, a visit to a w elding shop 
may be in order. 

Check the rubber rollers for smooth rotation. IF they are 
hard to turn or are stuck, free them up now so they don’t get 
worse during the storage period. Use rubber lubricant 
available at all auto supply stores. 

Some boat ow ners like to raise the keel of their boats off the 
keel rollers w ith blocks of wood. This prevents the weight of 
the boat from flattening the rollers while it’s in storage. 

Inspect the wheel bearings for adequate lubrication and 
signs of water. If you find any trace of water, clean the 
bearings and check any bright surfaces for signs of rust 
pitting. If all is well, regrease and put it back together. 

It may also be a good idea to block up the trailer axle to 
relieve the tires of the weight of the trailer and boat Some 
fishermen remove the wheels and store them in a cool, dark 
place to prolong tire life 

Sec if there's any water inside the tail lights. If there is, get 
it out now. The lamp sockets will corrode if the water is left 
over the winter. 

If you take your boat and trailer out of the garage during 
the winter (maybe to go on a fishing trip down South), apply 
sealing compound where the w ires enter the trailer lights to 
keep winter road salt from getting in and corroding the wire 
connections. 

Of course, the entire winterizing process should bo 
repeated before returning home. 

Don’t forget the boat itself. If it has a flat floor, take pains 
to sponge out any and all water under the floor This is 
especially important if your boat is made of aluminum 
Water freezing in the hull can easily pop rivets and cause 
leaks. 

Remember, the fishermen who get out on the water 
earliest each spring are usually the ones who did the l>est job 
of preparing their rigs for winter storage. And you may save 
a lot of money, too 

My buddy found this out the hard way.

The Chipmunks even have two different 
LP’s! 

Anyway, most of these type of albums

off. Outside of Bing Crosby’s many, the 
Elvis Christmas Album, and Phil 
Spector’s “pop”, X-mas LP’s just don’t 
fare real well.

This is really a beautiful record, sure to 
help brighten up any household, as 
Emmylou’s country voice fares very well 
on the selection of songs herein. “Silent 
Night” is given a mostly acoustic 
treatment, with some nice violins added 
by Ricky Skaggs. 

All of your favorites are here — or at 
least mine are — "Little Drummer Boy,” 
“Away In A Manger,” “O Little Town Of 
Bethleham.” “The First Noel” is done 
acappella (sans instruments), with 


Harris’ voice joining in beautilu) har- 
mony with Sharon Hicks and Cheryl 
Warren. 

Other highlights include “Light Of The 
Stable,” which features James Burton 
(Elvis’ guitarist) and Rodney Crowell on 
guitars, as well as back-up vocals by the 
trio of Neil Young, Dolly Parton, and 
Linda Ronstadt.

Faces were picked out on the surface and candles set 
iaside these grinning and leering lanterns which were used to light all 
Hallows Eve gatherings. 

Now that, maybe, I can buy! 

If you’ve a supply of that delicious acorn squash but are tired of 
simply baking or mashing it. try a few different ways to “dress it 
up” ** not just for company but for the whole family or the hubby and 
you. 

One of the fun ways to do so, particularly if you’re having pork roast, 
chops or perhaps a ham. is to fill halves with a mixture of stewed apples, 
raisins, walnuts, cinnamon and nutmeg Sw’eeten it if you must, but it’s 
good just au naturel Bake your squash halves your usual way. then 
spoon in the compote Delicious!

Because of some uncontained emotions that erupted during the 
Cherry Hill, Melvindale football game recently, the Cherry Hill 
Board of Education is considering a “change of venue” in the 
athletic programs. 

In other words, the trustees have placed on the table an item 
which, if approved, would close the doors to fans this winter when 
these two teams tangle on the basketball court. 

According to a statement to the board by one of the school of- 
ficials. there is a recommendation, “that the basketball games 
between the two schools, Melvindale at Cherry Hill in January and 
Cherry Hill at Melvindale in February, be played behind closed 
doors ” 

May I offer my condolences and sympathy to any trustee who 
would vote “aye” to such a recommendation. He — or she — would 
be playing right into the hands of the “hotheads” who caused the 
disturbance in the first place. 

And the approval of such a motion would put into perpetual 
motion the vagrant philosophy that schools cater and kowtow to 
school hooligans and hoods at the expense of faithful and loyal 
students and athletes. 

The inescapable fact is that the board is running away from the 
problem if it decides on the “closed door” policy. In this case less 
student participation is not better. In fact, the board should take 
immediate action to increase its relationship with Melvindale. 
There should be more contact with that downriver community in 
the form of student exchanges athletically and scholastically, and 
not less. 

As history has proven, isolationism never resolved anything. In 
fact it just brought about misunderstandings. 

The football melee — fracas are not unique to Cherry Hill and 
Melvindale — they occur wherever overwrought, zealous fans feel 
an injustice is being done — will never go away by closing doors to 
fans. 

The crux of the one at Cherry Hill, apparently, was, according to 
the report, “that Melvindale was doing all in its power to rub our 
(Cherry Hill) faces in the dirt, so to speak, by throwing a pass with 
46 seconds to play at our end of the field and then running a reverse. 

It was after this particular play that the outbreak occurred.” 

Melvindale had the lead and won the abbreviated game, 25-0. The 
game was called after the incident. Most of the players and some of 
the faculty and coaches were involved in the fracas. Fortunately no 
one was reported injured. 

Like one fan reported, it looked like a bunch of conscientious 
objectors who suddenly decided it was time to go to war.”

Chiefs drop 6 straight 


Couch Rich Barr knew it would be difficult 
stepping in as leader of Canton High School s 
football team after the Chiefs posted an 0-9 record 
last year. 

But he never felt the "pain” would be quite as 
excruciating as it turned out to be 

Canton dropped its second game in a row by one 
point Friday night after leading at halftime. Canton 
led Garden City East, 7-0, at intermission before a 
third period touchdown and two-point conversion 
run gave the host Panthers a tight 8-7 victory. 

A week earlier, the Chiefs held a seemingly 
comfortable 13-0 halftime lead over visiting 
Waterford Mott before surrendering two second 
half touchdowns in a 14-13 defeat. 

“I don’t know what to say,” Barr admitted after 
Friday s disheartening loss at Garden City East, a 
team that’s been having problems winning this 
year. 

“We had them shutout the first half, just like we 
did Mott a week earlier, but their only sustained 
drive of the game resulted in the go-ahead touch- 
down and two-point conversion. Their 60-yard drive 
followed the second half kick-off and it was helped 
by a 15-yard personal foul penalty against us. That 
moved the ball from our 35 to the 20 and then we had 
a 5-yard penalty assessed against us when one of 
our players left the field through the end zone. 

“Those 20 yards in penalties helped East in their 
touchdown drive. Other than that, I thought we 
played extremely well, especially considering the 


hard rain that fell the entire game.” 

Both teams lost two fumbles in the slippery going, 
hut the defensive units kept the action contained 
mainly between the 30-yard- lines. 

Things looked pretty bright when Chief quar- 
terback Bill Childs scampered seven yards on an 
option-keeper to make it 6-0 in the first quarter. 
Dependable kicker Dennis O’Flynn booted the extra 
point and Canton carried a 7-o’lead into the locker 
room at intermission 

But the Panthers took the second half kickoff and 
drove 60 yards through the rain and Chiefs' defense 
to score on a 3-yard plunge by Doug Tankersley. 
The two-point conversion run was good and the 
sparse and wet Panther fans went wild when their 
team took the 8-7 lead early in the third quarter. 

Both teams moved the ball in the middle of the 
field but couldn't penetrate the endzone again as the 
Chiefs dropped their sixth game in a row' after 
winning the season opener. Canton has lost five 
games by a total of 19 points and Coach Barr admits 
it is really “hard to take” the narrow defeats. 

“You’d think we’d get a break or two along the 
way,” he lamented. Actually, the Chiefs have 
played well enough that with a break here or there, 
they could be sporting a 4-4 record instead of its 
disappointing 1-7 mark. 

Things will only get tougher this week as Canton 
gears up to host a good Belleville Tiger squad at 
7:30 p.m. Friday in the final game of the year for 
both squads. 


A shocker 

Trenton rocks Salem
